Railroads appealed to the courts to 
boxes underneath, sized according t o ; prevent the reduced rates from be­ 
ing enforced. 
A few day s ago the Supreme Court 
of the United States sustained the 
enforcement of the low rates on the 
ground that they were legal and rea­ 
sonable. 
It looked like a big victory for the 
Missouri river people, but the fact de­ 
veloped that the time limit of the 
reduced rates expired two day s be­ 
fore the court announced its decision. 
The Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion is authorized to fix rates for no 
longer ithan two y ears. 
In the Mis­ 
souri river case the entire 
period 
was devoted to fighting in the courts. 
So the people interested, to get re­ 
lief, must file a new complaint. 
If 
the commission should order a re­ 
duction the railroads will find that 
the courts are still open. 
The Supreme court 
decision 
up­ 
holding the commission’s 
order of 
19 08, however, will bring som e re­ 
lief to the pay ers of freight charges. 
Officials of the commission said to­ 
day that the railroads can be forced 
to refund the difference between the 
rates as fixed by 
the

and the rates actually charged for 
hauling the freight.

of reparation, however, is a long and 
troublesome process.

The Japanese 
are declared to be operating under a 
subsidy g ranted by the mikado’s g ov­ 
ernm ent. 
The Manning has spent the season 
cruising about the sealing g rounds, In 
conjunction with the Perry and Bear 
and Tahoma, protecting them from in­ 
vasion by the Japanese. 
Just outside 
the three-mile limit the Japanese had 
twenty-five schooners, one small boat 
and 816 men eng ag ed in killing seals 
which wandered from the rookers. 
It 
is estim ated that they obtained 5000 
to 7 000 skins. 
The corporation having the 
islands 
leased from the 
American 
g overn­ 
m ent secured about 12,000 skins, val­ 
ued at $40 each. 
During the season 
the cutters captured forty Japanese, 
who ventured over the line into Am­ 
erican waters. 
The seals are the property of the 
United States, which Is recog nized by 
all nations but Japan.
